1 would like to review the entire 


year':: work, but as my activities arc 
mostly in Ihe field and not in the of- 
fice, it i:: almost, impossible to hold 
your attention lo Ihe things lhat arc 
constantly coming up for considera- 
tion. 


Th- paupers of the 
county have 


only received Ihe ;;cant consideration 
the money appropriated would allow. 
1 would like to make it more com- 
foi table for them, but it seems lhat 
wr. arc in the midst of extravagance. 
Most ;•.!! the appropriations play out 
beiorr Ihe beginning of the fiscal 
year which, this 
year, 
begins one 


week earlier than lasl year. 


Th; upkeep of the court house and 


yards have been negligible this year 
and if nothing happens to prevent, 
Hit expense next year will be prac- 
tically the same. 


My bridges, I think, arc in fairly 


good condition. 1 have bought prac- 
tically five car loads of bridges and 
culvert:: since I have been County 
Judge. We need many more before 
all the streams and ditches will have 
been made safe for travel. No one 
will .question that steel bridges arc 
more economical than wooden struc- 
ture::. Il is my intention, if possible, 
U buy more steel and culverts for 
the important places. As this is an 
age of travel il seems lo me lhat 1 
air: compelled lo make these purchas- 
es. I only put up these bridges and 
culverts when the old ones give way. 
So you sec we have to cither con- 
struct with wood or steel. 


The road work has been expensive 


and. in addition to the three trac- 
tor:; and graders, we arc running two 
trucks that put gravel on the worst 
places. Now. I would like for you to 
understand that il is utterly impos- 
sible for me to repair all the places 
that need work. Our Highway and 
Road District funds arc nearly out 
with winter coming on. My recom- 
mendation lo the various overseers is 
the care .and upkeep of all the main 


lino::. There arc the different mail 
route."., the milk routes and the school 
bun routes that have to be cared for. 
These last two have been added lo 
considerably 
in 
the 
lasl 
twelve 


months. 


Our Circuit Courts expenses have 


been going higher and higher for the 
las!, three years. Additional expenses 
have been placed upon the county by 
the lasl two legislatures while no ad- 
ditional revenues have been provided 
to care for same. The County Clerk 
and County Assessor pay in a nom- 
inal sum, but with this in. we still 
have lo pay out more money than 
formerly. 


I would recommend that you make 


the- necessary appropriations for thn 
county's expenses and in those ex- 
penses I would as that you include the 
two hospitals at Hope. To my certain 
knowledge both of these institutions 
dp charity work and if one received 
aid from the county the other should 
be considered in making your allow- 
ances.
